.The withdrawal in Champagne 
thus. varies between one and two 
miles, and the main defense is no- 
where lost. Not a single cannon 
has fallen into the hands of the en- 
emy. As General G. passed along 
the front this morning he was loud- 
ly cheered. by his. men. 

The chief German attacks seem 
to have been on our left, in the gap 
between the enemy eyrie of Nogent 
L’Abbesse and the Moron-Villiers 
Hills, and our centre in the flats of 
Souain and Perthes, The new sys- 
tem of defense in depth, as recently 
‘explained, inwolved the Moron-Vil- 
fliers Plateau, being régarded as an 
outpost position only lightly held. 

The crests were therefore defend- 
ed for a time, and an orderly re- 
tirement -was then effected to the 


zone of resistance. This runs east 
from the marshy course of the Vesle 
near Pranay, along the. north of the 
Roman’ Road, across Suippes to the 
north of Souain and Perthes. 

Attack in Parallel Thrusts. 


So far as is yet clear, no new 
methods were practiced in the’ of- 
fensive begun yesterday.

The French lines were everywhere 
deluged with a combination of gas

LONDON,‘ July 16.—It is now quite 
evident that the Germans have failed 
to r2alize what they set’ out to get in 
this latest offensive. Information from 
prisoners and captured documents show 
that the attack east of Rheims was in- 
tended to reach the Marne at’ Epernay 
and -Chalons, an advance of some 
twenty-one miles, end it has failed to 
make any material progress. While it 
is too early to say that the German ef- 
fort southwest of Rheims has been defi- 
nitely. brought to a standstill, it cannot 
now be very dangerous without support 
on the Plains of Champagne. $ 
In an offésiye which is really suc- 
cessful, progress in the early stages is 
rapid and continuous, and there is noth- 
ing more difficult in war as we know it 
touay’ than to restore momentum to at- 
tack which has been checked. ‘There- 
fore, when we hear that the gains which ‘ 
tiie enemy. made on either side Of Dor- 
mans, where hé was most successful, 
have not been materially extended since 
noon-of the 15th, ‘there is good ground 
for the hope that’ this battle ig destined 
to end in a definite failure for the 
enemy. 

There are two new ee SN in the 
German afternoon .communiqué. The 
first is the appearance of the army of 
von Mudra to the east of Rheims. Von 
Mudra has hot up to the present -been 
under the Crown Printe’s command, 
and ‘it is possible that hé may have 
su¢ceeded Fritz von Below, whose name 
does not appear, and who was,.when 
we lasi heard of him, commanding an 
army between those of von Einem and 
von Boehm. ‘ 

It is also possible that a new army 
may have been specially formed for 
this battle and placed under Von Mudra, 
which would mean that very special 
importance was attached to. this of- 
fchsive.

GERMAN DIVISIONS 
ARE USED UP FAST 


Some, Which Were to Join Of- 
fensive Today, Had to be Thrown 
Into the Line on Monday. 


WITH THE FRENCH ARMY IN 

FRANCE, July 16, (Associated Press.) 
—The’allied resistance to the Germans 
in the present offensive has been so 
strong, and the German losses conse- 
quently so heavy, that enemy divi- 
sions which the German staff had not 
intended to use! until tomorrow. had 
to be thrown into the line by noon 
yesterday. '. 
. The defense’by both the French and 
the American troops was magnificent, 
and vigorous counterattacks marked 
the fighting. © 

A German carrier pigeon that was 
captured bore a message saying: “The 
fighting for the passage of.the Marne 
~is worse than an inferno.” « 

It was here that the Americans and, 
French constantly counterattacked 
with gallantry, succeeding in driving 
some of the Germans back across 
the river, while others were drowned 
in endeavoring to escape. 

Among the units which attacked the 


Rheims were several Guards divisions, 
and these advanced in such over- 
whelming numbers that the Allies, al- 
though fighting with the utmost tenac- 
ity and courage, were rorced back 
slightly in the vicinity of Marfaux, 
Cuchery, and Bouilly. The Italians 
fought shoulder to shoulder with the 
French on this front. The line bent 
a little here; but it did not break. 

German tanks which attacked north, 
of Souain during the big battle which’ 
started yesterday suffered heayily 
frdin the allied artillery, many being 
destroyed. | 

In the section of the Champagne 
east of Rheims the enemy attack was 
broken in its first stage.

BRITISH HOLD RAID GAINS. 


Fighting Near Hebuterne Nets Them 
x12 Guns and Over 30 Prisoners. 


LONDON, July 16.—By a day raid in 
the neighborhood of Hebuterne, (north 
of Albert,) New Zealand troops yester- 
day captured more than thirty prisoners 
aid twelve machine guns. The Germans 
counterattacked early this morning, 
gaining a footing at two points, which 
they lost immediately, together with a 
few more prisoners.

AMSTERDAM, July 16.—Particulars 
regarding the sixth American machine 
taking part in the ‘air raid on Coblenz 
last week are given by the Elberfeld 
General Anzeiger.
